X HE antiquity, riches, fepukhrai monuments, 
■nd fuperb decoration?, of the Abhaye Church of Saint Denis ; 
its admirable architedure; and the beautiful works of art, depo-' 
fited among its immenfe tretfures ; long contributed to render \t 
celebrated (indcpendantly of any i^eligious fentiment) through ail 
parts of Europe ; and an obje£l of admiration to travellers, from' 
drery quarter of the globe. As yet, however, no hiftoricalt 
or defcriptive account of this venerable ftrudune, "&c. has, I- 
beKeve, made its appearance in the Engltlh language. ' Hie 
feries of important events that have recently taken place in' 
France, has occafioned no changes more Itrikingly diftinguilhed' 
. than thofe of the national Church. Its honors, its exemption^,' 
its treaibres, its enormous revenues, rites, ceremonies, and' 
liiperftitions, wfth all their dead, and living appendages, ' have 
been driven before the tempeft of an ineffedually ^pofed reform ; 
have been wrecked upon the Ihores of a (Irongly agitated fea ; 
and fwallowed up in an abyfs, from which it fcems to be very 
improbable they ^\\\ ever emerge, but as (battered fragments} 
never again to be united.

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^HIS celebrated Abbey itfelf, may be 
a I T 1 1 confidered» not only as a moft venp- 
hK!^^ rable ;6bje£l of antiquity^ but of c.u-. 
rious conftruftioh. Its architeQure, indeed, is 
not completely uniform/ the building having 
been ere&ed at different and diftant periods 
of time ; -which the antiquary may readily aC 
certain^ by the various ftiles ' of building that 
are very confpicuous in it, even to a tran-« 
fient obferven 

A portion of the firft ftru£ture» appears at 
the entraitce^ and the towers^ which rcl^ih of

the original edifice that Pepin began, and which 
was finilhed by Charlemagne. * The outward 
face of this part fliews the antiquity of the 
eighth century ; whilft the vaulted roofs, which 
are between the two towers, plainly indicate 
how very low and narrow the church was ori- 
ginally built. 

The fccond period of its conftruftion, which 
was in the twelfth century, appears ftrongly 
chara&erized in the fuperior part of thexhurch, 
which is commonly called the chevet* This 
was^ erefted at the fole expence of the Abbe 
Suger, who was Regent of France^ in the time 
of Louis the Seventh. He alfo caufed the 
iwenty chapels to be built, which are fituated 
above and below the chevet. They werp ^U 
confecrated on the fame day, by feveral Pre- 
lates, whom he had invited thither to perform 
the facred ceremony. 

Belides this part of the edifice, it was en- 
tirely at the expence of this great and good 
man that the grand portal of the chur(:h was 
erefted. He alfo prefented the fuperbly gilded 
gates of bronze, which yet remain in fine pre- 
fervation; and likewiie caufed two noble ^md 
lofty towers to be built, which have been fince 
furniflied with fix large and well-tuned bells, 

the 
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the largeft of which weighs, at leaft, eighteen 
thoufand pounds. 

s 

The third, and moft auguft part of the whole 
ftrudure is the body of the church, which the 
Abbot Eudes Clement began, in the time of 
St. Louis, in the year 1230, and which was 
finifhed by the Abbot Matthieu de Venddmc, 
in 1281. The admirable fymmetry and Hghtneis 
of the edified, with the beauty and rich tranf- 
patency of colouring fo confpicuou« in" the 
paiifted glafs of the windows, efpecially of thofe 
two, in the form of rofes, which arc fituated on 
the North and South fides of the building, are 
worthy of being particularly remarked: the 
glafs-work of each of thefe beautiful windows, is 
no lefs than forty feet in diameter. 

In the fariftuary and the choir, among many 
other beautiful pieces of workmanfliip, we may 
reckon five large ba/fo relievos^ the three mid- 
dlemoft of which are of pure gold, enriched 
with topazes, garnets, eagle-marines, and other 
precious flones. The two others, which weigh 
70 marks (or 461b. 8oz. Troy) are of filver, gilt 
with hi^h coloured gold. The front of the 
altar is executed .in a fimilar manner. Its or* 
namental ..parts, tho* of antient workmanfliip, 
are fintly wrought* The centre conuins a

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reprefentation of our Lord's Nativity, in mezxo 
relievo^ and weighs upwards of 180 marks, that 
is to Tay, 120 pounds Troy weight, of gilt 
filvcr. 



Above the grand altar, there is placed a 
large and magnificent crofs, no lef? than jfix 
feet in height, \frhich was prcfcnted to the 
church by the Abbot Suger. The. face of it 
is formed entirely of gold, and almoft covered 
with valuable ornaments in jewellery. - At the 
foot of this crofs, there is a kind of antiem 
crofier, of very rich materiajs and fine worfc- 
>man(hip, which is ufed at the fufpenfion of the 
holy facrament. - / 

There is likewife another crofs of the fame 
precious materials, and of equal height, faid 
to be the workmanftiip of St. Eloi, and given 
to the church by King Dagobert. This ferves 
to crown the fummit of a magnificent grate, 
which divides the choir from the nave, extend* 
ing quite acrofs the church ; in the fame man- 
ner as two other grates, of the like kind, clofe 
up to the North and South ' aifles* 

r 

In the fanduaiy, on the fide oppofite to the 
funeral altar of Louis the Fourteenth, there is 
a little altar» whereon, every Sunday throughout 

the 
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the year, and on alLfolemnide^ the Deacon 
and ,Sub-Deacpn, after having received, from 
the officiating Prieft, " the precious body of our 
Lord," at the. grand altar, repair hither, to fuck 
lip, through a reed, enclofcd in a tabe of ena- 
melled gold,* y k precimx fang^** the precious 
hhodt according . to a very antient cuftom adop- 
ted in the church of St. Denis, which is re- 
tained, without any variation, to this day. 

Thi« church contains the burial places of 
thirty-feven Kings, of twenty-three Queens^ 
and of a much greater numt^r, of Dauphins and 
Dauphineffes, Princes and Princejfes ; befides the^ 
antient and modern tombs and monuments of 
many great officers of StJ^te, and other noble 
and celebrated perfons, who are alfo buried 
there. 



In the facrifty are kept the filver keys^ com- 
monly called the miraculous keys of St. Dennis, 
which they apply to the faces of thofe perfons 
who have been fo unfortunate as to be bitten 
by mad- dogs, and who receive a certain and 
immediate reliefs by only touching them ! 

In the chapels are depofited, nineteen holy 
bodies, befides thofe that are enfhrined in the 
Treafury. 

B3 In 
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In the chapel of the Holy Trinity is a marble 
column. Jive feet nine inches high, which, ac- 
cording to an antient tradition, was the ex^fl 
height of the body of pur Lord. 

There is alfo in the fame chapel, a very 
antient tomb of jafper marble, which is faid 
to be formed to the exa£k dimenfions of the 
ftone that covered the holy fepulchre. It is 
feven feet and a half in length, and is fup- 
ported by two Ihort pillars of white marble* 

la the chapel of St# Hippolitus, there is a 
grand crucifix, of admirable workmanfhip. It 
was the pious donation of Queen Blanche^ fecond 
wife of Philip de Valois, who lies buried irt 
this chapel. It is an admirable copy of the fo 
much celebrated crucifix in the city of Lucca* ' 

In a word, the whole church is filled with 
teftimonials of that zeal which the Kings of 
France have ever (hewn, to render it an objed of 
public admiration : of religious refort : and the 
facred depofitory of all that could lead the 
mind to deep and folemn thought; or awaken 
the foul to the mod lively faith and ardent 
devotion. This will plainly appear from the 
feries of hiftorical anecdotes, which follow th^ 
defcriptive account of the Treafury.

HOLY BODIES which are preferved in the 
CHEVET of the CHURCH. 



THIS part of the building is compofed of 
a nearly femicircular range of ten chapels, 
which half encompafles the area that contains 
the altar of St. Denis. Each of thefe chapels 
includes the body of one or more of the bleC. 
fed Saints and Martyrs, whofe miraculous pow- 
ers have been, for ages, devoutly acknowledged 
in France ; and their (brines daily reforted to, 
by people of all ranks and conditions, more 
efpecially by the pious, the penitent, and the 
affli6led, with ftrong faith and the moll pro-* 
found veneration. ■ Of thefe, the firft and 
mod celebrated, is the body of the blejfed Saint 
Denis, the Apoftle of France, Bifhop, Mar<^ 
tyr, and Patron of the town and the Abbaye, 
— The bodies of Saint Rufticus, Archipretre» 
and of Saint Eleutherus, Archdeacon, are en- 
dofed widiin the altar of Saint Denis. 

2. Saint 
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2. Saint Romanus, Frieft, Religious^ and 
Difciple of St. Martin^ repofes in the chapel 
that bears his name. His body was brought 
there in the reign of King Dagobert^ about 
the year 6§o^ • . 1, ' 

3. The body of Saint Hiflary, Biibop of 
Mande^ is depofited in the chapel of his tiame. 

4. Sainte Panfrede^ Sainte Seconde^ and 
Sainte Semirable, Virgins, Martyrs, and com- 
panions of St. Urfula, are depofited in the 
chapel of Saint Eugene, a Difciple of the holy 
Saint Denis, and Archbifliop of Toledo, in 
Spain, whQfe whok body* formerly refted in this

* It h^s been often permitted, under the fanBion of ancient 
ufage, and confirmed by the authority of the Church, that the 
holy bodies, and other facred reUcSy may be lawfully divided^ 
in order that the benefit of their miraculous powers might be the 
more extenfively enjoyed by the faithful and the affli6ied. ■■ 
Sometimes- it has been done under an agreement between the 
Superiors of two, diilant xnonafieries, who have exchanged a rib 
of one Saint for the cubit bone of another ; an eyp for, an ey£; a 
tooth for a too^h, '&c« ^ At other time^ large fums have been 
given by religious communities or individuals, for part of a rttk^ 
of eflabliflied reputation ; and this book affords numerous in? 
Hances of fragments of the human frame, being prefented as the 
moft valuable donations to, and by Kings and Emperors^ 
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church. — ^Thofe of the female Saints w^e 
brought hither in the time of Louis the Seventh^ 
called the Youog.:— In this chapel, the gran- 
deur of the defign> aqid beautiful work of the 
pavement, are ft rikingly remarkable. 

5. Saint Cucufas, . Martyr, ^•qf Barcelona, 
was brought hither from Rome m,^ the year 
763, and depofited in the chapel of , hitgpame. 

6. Saint Hilaire, Bifliop of Poitiers, and 
Saint Patroclus^ a Martyr and Bifhop of Gre. 
noble, were conveyed hither in the time of 
King Dagobert: they repofe in the chapel of 
the Bleffed Virgin/ 

7. Saint Pelerin, the Martyr, firft Bifhop 
of Auxerre, is laid in the chapel that bears 
his name. 

8. The body of one of the holy innocents^ 
that were flaughtered by the cruelty of Herod, 
and one of . the Martyrs of the Theban legion^ 
which was brought hither by Saint Louis : thefe; 
are preferved in the chapel of Saint Maurice. 

9. Sainte Ofmane, a Virgin, of the Blood 
Royal of Ireland, is enflirined in the chapel 
of her name. 

10. Saint 
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10. Saint Firman, the Martyr^, firft Biihop 
of Amiens, was brought hither in the time of 
King Dagobert : this body is placed in die 
chapel which takes his name. 

11. Saint Euftachius^ the Martyr, lies in 
the chapel that bears his name ; and which alfo 
contains the fuperb maufoleum o£ Henry de la 
Tour d* Auvergne, Vicomte Turrcnne^ who 
died in the year 1675 : Louis the Fourteenth 
caufed his body to be interred at Saint Denis, 
in recompence for bis diftinguiihed fidelity and 
public fcrvices^ 

Befides the bodies of thefe Saints, that of 
Saint Hyppolitus, the Martyr, is depofited ii\ 
a chapel that takes his name, towards the nave 
rf the church. Pope Leo the Third, gaxm kim 
to the Emperor Charlemagne, who, foon after, 
pioufly made a frefent of him to the Abbaye 
of St. Denis. 

Th^ holy hoiy of Saint Louis, King of France, 
is preferved, as one of the moft valuable and 
iacred cfepofus, in the Treafury, together with 
thai of Ss^int Denis, of Corinth. \

BISTORICAL ANECDOTES of the KINGS 
of FRANCE ; Jhewing the great veneration 
in which thefe Sovereigns have always held the 
HOLY RELICS, contained in the Church and 
Treafury of SAINT DENIS. 



THE pious zeal of King Dagobert did not 
permit iiim to remain fimply contented, 
with ere£Ui)g, at a very confiderable expence; 
a nobly mslfenificcnt church, to the holy Mar- 
tyrs; which ^ he caufed to be paved with the 

fineft 
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fiiieft marble V to be adorned wiih hangings, of 
the richeft tapeftry ; to b^ emhelliflied with 
various ornaments of ' iilverf gold^ and jevrels'; 
to be partly covered with silver, and the re-r 
iilkaifling pa(rt with lead ; and to endow it with 
a fund amply adequate to its fuppprt, and 
perpetual repair; but be alfo enriched it with 
fevcral f acred bodies. 

The famie King Dagobert founded the royal 
Abbaye of Saint Denis, and conferred on it 
an income, competent to the maintainance of 
fuch a number of Monks, as might be fuffi- 
cient, by relieving each other, in rotation, to 
chant, without any intermiffion, the office^ or 
appointed fervice of the churchy both day and 
night. 

He likewife founded a hofpital, near the 
church, both for the reception and fupport of 
the poor, and the accommodation ' of the nu« 
merous .pilgrims, whofe devotion led them to 
vifit, and offer up their prayers, at the tombs 
of the holy ftbrtyfs.

The Emperor ChaHemaghe caufed the churdb 
which I^h Md begun, to be coknpkted, m 
in a rely ma^gnfific^m ftile, aiid ill a manne^r 
peHeSly confidant ^idi the plan and atc4i)M&ii- 
ral ddigrt fey vAiieh it was begun. He caufed it 
to be 'dedicidi'ted, widi gt^ iblemnity, in tht 
year 775 ; and, having cot^ftim^ th^ vatiour 
giMifs mlide by tfte pi^eceding MbnaVelis, he 
prefented' many rich gifb to the Abbayeir 

Louiv Ic Dehcnaires caufed it to be idfermd" 
in a title deed^ which' he glran^ iil th^ year 
840, dial it wi» folely fitim thtl ytxy \A^ dbgrec^ 
of veneration which he entettfedned for hi^ Fro^ 
teQor and holy Patron St. Denis, that he aug- 
mtnted his franchife^. It was ^a from the 
fttlie j^riilciple of rtfpeO, diat he was anxiouOy 

defirous 
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defirous of being eftajt>lifl}ed in his i^gai^ of 
JEMPEROR.in- the church of St. Denis, in the 
year 834. 

Charles the Bald conceived it to be a real 
honour obtained^ when, in addition to his dig:- 
nities/ both of King and.Eroperor, he received 
the title of Abbot of St. Denis ; : and^ from that 
time, it be<5ame his invariable cuftom to at^epd 
the duties of his fiation at the Abbaye, • on the 
fblemn feflivals^ entirely paffiqg.the day in re-. 
ligious obfervances and the devout converfation 
of the, Monkis. During the irruptions of his 
foreign enemies, he became the; profefled cbaim- 
pion of S^int Denis, and defended . the facred 
treaf^es with intrepidity and fuccefs. He alfo 
made very confiderable donations ; and» in ho- 
i)our of the holy Martyrs, he augmented the 
numbef of the lamps which were kept cond~ 
nually burning before their (hrine^ and in their 
cha{^els ; and alfo encreaf|^d the wa^ tapecs and 
flambeaux, employed in the fervice of the 
church. , Thp holy nail, the arm of Saint 
Simeon, and two large crofles of gold, which 
are prtfe^cd in the Treafury, y^cx^ ^hp offer- 
ings of bis pipus munificence. 

Louis, U Gros \pT the . Corpulent) ever ac 
knowledged Saint Denis to b^ his holy Guide 

and 
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and Proie^on He caufed to be prefented, ^i 
liisaltar^ the iriagnificent gift of fix chandeliers^ 
aU of ftoiid gold^ weighing twenty marks (or 
160 ounces.) Alfo^ the golden crown of bis 
fether^ King Philip the Firft, acconipanied wltb 
a fdemn declaration^ that the royal ornaments 
of the Kings of Francei at their deceafe, be« 
longed^ both by right and cuAom^ to Saint 
Denis:— r And in a deed which he execilted* 
ihtbe year 1124, he fays that, **It was entirely 
•* through motives that originated in the pro- 
^* found veneration he felt ' for the (acred rdics^ 
** which are contained in the church of Saint 
^f Denis, that he confirmed the antient privi* 
^ leges of the Abbaye.*^ 

On this King's recovery from a fevere andi 
dangerous illnefs, he came to the Abbaye,. and 
devoutly offered up his grateful acknowledge 
mehts tq the Almighty, proftrating himfelf be- 
fore' the tomb of Saint Denis. 

Louis, & Jfeune (or the Young) in the yeaf 
1144, claimed to himfelf the honour o£ carty^ 
ing the holy body of Saint Denis, in the grand 
proceifion, which was made through the Cloif- 
tersj on the day of the tranfladon of the holy 
Martyrs. He aflifted, likewife at the dedica^ 
cation^ of the new church, the firft ftpne of

King Philip Augustus, aftei; baying beon 
confecrated afid crowned at RbetQi5>^ wiihed. tQ 
receive agc»% at 3aint Denisj^ the cix>wfi, whicW 
he had caufed to \^e bjiou^ back iOrom ^Jieiipsy 
wiih his fccptce. and royal robes, He^ after* 
wards^ affifted at the confecr^tipn and crownmif 
of the Queen, Ifabelia de Hainault^ bis wi^ | 
which was performed, with great pomp, at Saint 
Penis^ in die year ^i8o. 

Hh fon, 'Louis, who bacjt bee^i io violently 
afFe£led with a dangerous difeafe, that hi^ lifi^ 
was toully defpaired of, by the Phyficians who* 
attended him, having been moft miracuhu/ly cured, 
by only touching, fome holy reUcs^ whiefa the l^onks 
of Saint Denis had carried in proceflion, iar^ 
footed^ to. Paris, King PUlip Auguftus, on hia 
return from . Paleftine, which was in the yw^ 
1x91, repaired,, without delay, U) the Royal 
Abbaye, where he fervently differed up bis trir* 
bute of thanks to God^ at the tombs of the^. 

holy

lettod he b%d oblaiBed, Arough thdr mTnAiU 
ia thq qsany pi»ib and dangers he had been 
dponed to encoiiDtor^ both ckn his voyage soul 
janrney^ aa lineU^ aa ibr the mracdom ntM^ 
of his mucfa hi^kMrcd fon. 

In the year is^i5, he prefenled to die Trea* 
fory that veoiad(abIe part of the true caoss» 
iMh die rich reUquary that contains it^ which 
are ftUl to he ftea m the Ahbaye : together 
widi many holy rdics, which he had received' 
firora 'J^dwin^ Enppcrar of Confiantinc^Ie, 

In the year 12 ae he mside his will, by v/hich 
he liequeadied aU his jewels to Saint Depis, for 
ifae punrpofe of raifing afiyid, for the maintain-^ 
ance of twenty additional Monks, who, by his 
order, were united to the Brotherhood. 

Among his jewels, w;as compria^ed the crofs 
^ S^d, which was eftimated^ at the value of 
four hundred livres. His fon, Louis the Eighth 
defirous of ppfleiiing the other jewels, purcha- 
fed them of the Abbaye, ^t the eftimated value, 
which was 11,600 liwes. This furo, widi the 
valuation of the crofs of gold, koiounting to 
12,000, was equal to one hundred and forty-/otir 
thufond livres of the prefent money,

bis Patron Saint: and^ during the conrfeof 

his various voyages and travels abroad, or even 

in the fhorter journies he took within his own 

dominions, be never omitted to take with him 

(bme relics of this his favorite Saint. Neither 

did he fail to attend^ ev^ry year» at the cele«* ' 

bration of the feftival of the holy Martyrs ; 

and his ufual offering was^ on thefe occafions^ 

fvur bezants $f gold.* At. one time, he pre- 

fented> on the altar, a. gift of three goldeu 

crowns^ of beautiful workmanfhip. 

The Religious of the Abbaye having walked, 
barefooted, in a folemn proceffion, yrith the 
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* The Wzant was a gold coin, firuck at Confiantinopley at 
the time that city bore the name of Byzantium. Saint Louis,* 
bimfeif, had l^en ranfomcd from hi« captiyityj whi^ a priibiief 
tp the Saracens, for a very conCderable fum» which was paidm 
this naoncy. And it was the antient cuftom for the Kings of 
France to make an offering of thirty bezants at the ceremony of 
their confecration. The value of a bezant was about ec|ual to a 
4duble ducat of Spain. 
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Ihrinefi cJT the holy Martyrs^ it a time vihcjk

iady, he no fooner recovered a fufficient degree 
pfftrengthi to efnable l^im to quU his apartments, 
than bis gratitude and. devotion led him to. the 
cbiuiich of Saint JDenis ; where, proftratjng hiiD- 
felf before the tomb of his Proteftor/hc oflFered 
up his thankfgiving and prayers to the I«ord. 

He alfo came there to implore the affiftance 
of thefe facred guardians, before he embarked 
on his two enterprizes againft the Infidels ia 
the holy land» And» on his iafe return^ front 
the (irft crufade, he gave many demonftration3 
of pipus gratitude. 

lo tke year 1267, haying, en, Whitfundayi 
in the «prefence of his Court, and the military^ 
\irbo were aflembled on the occafipn, conferred 
the order of Chivalry on his fon Philip, on the 
Count d* Artois^ and on more than fixty oth^r 
young Noblemen : being all clad in armour^ 
he conduced them, on horfeback, the following 
day, to the church of Saint Denis, to, implore 
the bleffing of Heaven, to confirm their faith, 
animate their hearts with invincible courage, 
aid the efforts of their arms, and lead them on

to conqueft and unfading renown, through the 
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holy patwnagc and IftMrctffisti of thefe facta* 
Pitfteftofs of himfelf and of his^ kingdom. 

Philip, fc IfcWii, t)r ih6 Btrfd, on rtturtnng; 
fitrtn the cefemony of hi^ tonffefcratiem, which 
had been peifoimed at Rheim$, went io S^t 
UttAs, attended by dit^ Nobles of hh Ctilttl 
and prefeniing himfdlf before the tomb of the 
"Saint, humbly committed the kingdom of France 
to his gttardian care and ptt^te^h^h* * 

Philip, k Sel, or the ttandfome, pidufly 
afbribed the celebrated viftory he obt^ned ovef 
his enemies in Flanders, to the (kcred aid' and 

influence of Saint Denis. * It was by fai^ 
command that the religious community of Saint 
Benis tarried, in folemn ^roceffion^ thehbly 
body of the Saim through the tity of Paris. 
And, when lying at the point of death, the 
laft reqlieft which he made, to his foh itiA 
fncceflbr, * was, that he would ever be devoutly 
6areful. to ' merit the patronage of Saint tiinii^ 
^d be attentive to the interefts and fUppOft 
of his churth. 

' Philip, the Long, in the year 1319, coh- 
^rmed to the Abbot of Saint Denis the rank 
of Confeilter^fte, or CoonfeDor, iyi right vf offiu^

his bed-fide at pietle of the true eroft, the hd/ 
nail, and the artti of ftmUf ^meon : die Kin^g 
fklt eheir wmtdiatt irijlutnct^ aid found die 
irifhed for ndid^ wbieb all mcsdieal^ afflbm^e 
Had faitied ta afibrd. 

P^rti? de'Valoh was, of all the Kings; tfee 
.mofb firequent vifitdr of Saiotf Dt^nis, Aever flif- 
.fering drty conficfetabfe ihtervtf^ of dme, ta 
elapGp^ during the courfe of his reign, widiout 

prefenting

preieittiog himicif beEbre the altar of his Patron 
Saints and the fbiines of the holy Martyrs •« 
On many public occaiioQ^^ hii^ . gratitude and 
devotion ' led hioi, thither r particularly at the 
time when he beoaoie of age to govern the 
kingdom ; at the ^ time when he undertook to 
carry on the war in Flanders ; when he had 
defeated the enefnies of the State ; after he 
llad gained a very important and decifive vic- 
tory, at Cafl^l ; and when his fon John,. Duke 
of Normandy^ had been ^miraculmf/fy reftored 
to health, after much fufFering, and being re- 
duced- to extreme weaknefs, by a Ippg and pain- 
ful illnefs; .attributing his recovery, • altogether, 
to the eficacious virtues of tbe^ hofy relics^ which 
the Abbot and Mpnks of Saint Denis carried 
in proceffion , to Taverny, where he lay on 
tjie bed of ficknefs, and was deemed by 
his Phyficians, beyond all relief through the 
aid of medicine. , This devout Monarch, 
as foon as the.reftoratio];^ of his ftrength would 
permit, ts^ng.his fon by the hand, led him 
on foot, although fit was upw^ards of nine miles» 
to Saint Denis, to exprefs his gratitude, in 
thankfgiving to the Almighty, aind for the m- 
tercejion of the: holy Martyrs ; remaining, three 
whole days and nights in .^the Abbaye^ which 
^ time they employed entirely in a£ls of devotion.

King Charles ;the, Fifth gave many p^oof5^ 
of the fame c^eybtion to Saiflt Depis; taking 
frequent jouraies to theAbbaye, for the pur-^ 
pofe of honouring the holy Martyrs ; humbly 
proftrating.himfelf at. their facred fliripes, and 
accompanying his prayers with rich offerings 
and endowment^. 

^ King Charles the Sixth, who raifed the On- 
Jlamme* no lefs than feven times againft hi« 

E enemies- 
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* The orijlammey enfsigne de. France^ or, as it n called by. 
fome writers, the banner of Saint Denis, vrasj ait that time, the 
great Standard of France. It derived its name from being made 
of fcarlet filk, almoft entirely covered with flames of gold* 
It was about twelve feet in length, terminating in a point, divi-, 
ded beIow» and affixed to the head of a long lance. This ban- 
ner was depolked in the Abbey of Saint Oeius, and never taken 
firom thence, but on the moft impoiunt expeditions^ or on occa- 
fions of the greateft national danger. When, on fuch exigencies 
they had recourfe tq Saint Denis, they began by firft offering up. 
their prayers to the Bleflcd Virgin, in the church of Notrt 
Damt^ at Paris; from thence they proceeded to the Abbaye, 
wherc^ after being folemnly received by the Religious of Saint 
Denis, they defcended (fans chaperom & fans ceinture) with 
their heads uncovered, and their loins ungirt, into the fubter- 
raneous vaults, where the bodies of the holy Martyrs lay in- 
terredi and where the oriflammt was alfo kept ; which, being 
delivered, by the Abbot of Saint Denis, intQ the King's own 
hands, hd prcfcnted it to the Count de Vexin, as Firff Vaflal of 
Saiot Denis, who carried it to the altar, wliere the King ufually

eficiftifes; efrfbrtitfei, *with piotis gratttUdc, eve- 
ry occafion df m^ifiiftirtg to ^e 'wcftria, the 
^rtfpeAiWe degtcte of ^ttiWaficm lie *ever felt; 
and tht 'unbOTinfled confidence he -pladed, Iti 
Afe carfe mid iJifotef6tion of the hdly Mar- 
tyrs, hi 'tWt cbrffidence, ;he took /t!he field;

ers and benedi£lions. The Standard-bearer, appointed on this 
occafion, was always a Chevalier of undoubted Ic^ahy, cour^«> 
and difcretion. Previoufly to receiving this important charge, 
according to an invariable cufiom, he confeffed his (ins; ob- 
tained abfolution ; received the eucharift; and look a fblemn

year 1414. 

King Charies the Seventh, came to Sajnt 
Denis, after the defeat of the Englilh army, to 
return thanks to God, on the tombs of the holy 
Martyrs, and from pious gratitude, for the 
important vifbries he had obtained: he then^ 
as an aft of public acknowledgement, coiw 
firmed both the rights of the town and the 
Abbaye, which had been granted, and repeau 
edly confirmed/ by his predecefibrs. 

King Louis the Eleventh, called Saint Denis, 
the holy ProteBor of his dominionSj the Guide of 
his councils^ and the Guardian of his foul : And 
he moreover demonftrated his gratitude for the 
bleffing of peace, which was obtained in the 
) year 1465, by folemnly ofiering on the aitai* 

one hundred pieces of gold. 

He many times, thrdugh devotion, humbled 
himfelf in the prcfence of his Court, by coming 
on foot fi'om Paris to Saint Denis ;* but particu- 
larly in the year 1433; ^^ ^^en walked in a 
memorable proceflion, in which he was followed 
by the Princes,' and all the members of the 
Sovereign Courts of Parliament. His 

* The difiance is aboiit ten Engliih miles. 
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His tomb is not, however, ta be feen, with 
(hofe: of the other Kings at Saint Denis, be- * 
caufe^ be made it a decided obje£t of his choice 
to be interred in the church of (mr Lady of 
Clety; for which the Heretics (meaning, the 
Huguenots and Calvinifts) had not the fame 
refped, which they always inviolably entertained 
for the holy and royal tombs at Saint Denis* 
But infpired by the Devil, with an abominable 
and hellifli fpirit of rage and profanation, they 
tore the remains of Louis the Eleventh, and the 
Queen, his confort, from their tombs ; burnt 
their bodies, and fcattered their aihes in the 
wind. Thus he who would not fufFer his mortal 
remains to repofe in the fepulchre of his fathers, 
and under the protection of the holy Martyrs, 
found no reft in another grave ! 



King Charles the Eighth, having been anoin. 
ted at Rheims, came to receive the crown, 
at Saint Denis, and place his kingdom under 
the powerful prote£Uon of the holy Martyrs 
in the year 1485. Seven years after, he alfo 
caufed his confort, Anne de Bretagne, to be 
crowned Queen there, with the greateft fplendof* 

Before he led his army into Italy, to under- 
take the conqueft of Naples, he affifted at the 
folemn proceffion of the holy bodies, which the

in their juri(di£lions, never to alienate the domains of the crown, 
and to prciisrve the |irivi]q§tf «f ihe church, , &^. . 

Much fuperftjiiom ceremony was laviflied on thcfe OccaCons^'' 
an4 cveto die oil, with which they Were anotntfcd,' was not only i 
gravely srfferted to 'have been brought down fiom dieayen, 6xs . 
that espreik purpofe, by si dove, in the vcrp^Jd^ phial it^ ^ 
which it wai k^pt, with the utmoft care aod iacred [veneration, 
at Rhcims, and was aflerted, notwithftanding the numerous royal 
heads, that through a long feries of ages, had experienced its ' 
eftcacious power of unftion, to continue unwafied and unim* 
p€dredf from the days of Clovis, lor whofe ufe it wns Mieved 
to have been fern purpofely from onbigb. Anno Domini $0p« , 
And who durft queftion the exiftance of a miracle, whofe , 
operation continued from generation to generation, more than 
twelve hundred years ?

his reign by confinning the antieat prerogatives 
of the Abbaye. He alfo caded to be crowned 
there, Claude de France, his firft wife ; and 
likewife Eleonore of Auftria^ his fecond. He 
conduced the Emperor, Chartes the< Fifths to 
Saint Denis, in the year 1540. 

King Henry the Second, in i^S^i previous 
to openii^ the campaigki, in which he perfonally 
took the field, with the armies of France, againft 
the Emperor Charles the Fifih^ w^nt to Saint 
Denis, for the purpofe of affifting at the de- 
fcent of dbe bodies of the holy Martyrs, which 
wa^ performed widi the greateft devotion and 
fokmnity : many Cardinals, and Bifliops, the 

Parliament, the Chamber of Accounts, the*

Court of Aids, the whole Univierfity, and the 
Prevot of dje Merchants, wkh the Sherifis of 
the city of Paris, alfo affifted. The ihrines, 
ccmtaining the two kofy bodies of the companions 
of Saint Denis, were then carried in (blemn 
procefllon, by the Monks, who all walked bare- 
footed ; and that of Saint Denis hjmfelf, was 
borne by two Biihops. They then attended the 
performance of high Mais ; and heard a fer- 
mon, in which the fandity and .merits, the 
fufferings and miraculous powers, of the holy 
Manyrs, were particularly detailed, iand a fulL 
confidence in their blefled patronage and pro*

' * The appellation of the League, or Ligue, was given to a 
vttj formidable combination that was fecredy formed . iis iParity 
alod oiher cities of France, which united in the latter part of the 
feign of Henry the Third, to (upport the Catholic religion 
agunfl the violent efforts oj the Hugwenots^ who aime4 at bring- 
ing about a reformation in the Church, by a total overthrow 0£ 
the Papal authority. In which attempt the King of Navarre was 
accnfed of taking a determined part. The flight of the Due 
d' Alencon, iiom the Court of Henry the Tlurd, led to the direft 
difcovery of the Xt^uf, which a^cd in flrong oppofkion to 
Henry the Third, although he was a Catholic. Their g^eat 
objcft and dcfign being to prevent Henry of Navarre from ob-

They now, however, only cm^- 
ried Ae flirine of Saint Denis, with thofe of 
Saint Rufticus and Saint Eleutberius/ On this 
occasion, the grand Prior of Samt Denis offin 
ciated in ihe celebration of Ugh Ma&. The 
Monks and Chorifters of the Abbaye chaunt^. 

Hemry the Fourth (diftinguiihed by the apcl- 
blion of THE Great) pioufly chofe the church 
of Saint penis, as the hoiy place, in which, 
above <2dl others, he preferred to make a public 
abjuration of that deteftable herefy which . had 
long infeQed his foul. And on^hat folemA 
occaGon, he gave the mofl:^ decided proofs of 
tjie veiy great veneration he felt for the holy 
Martyrs, and the faith he repofed in their merits, 
their fufFerings and interceffion, as well as of 
his fincere defire to maintain all the facred pri- 
vileges of the Abbaye (which he then con- 
firmed) by the continuance of his royal pro- 
te&ion. He caufed the two crowns, of beau- 
tiful forms and admirable workmanfliip, made 
or the ceremony of his confecration> one of 
which was entirely formed of gold, the other 
of verfiuil, to be depofited there ; together with 
the fceptre, and the hand of Juftice, that had 
been ufed on the fame occafion. This great 
Prince alfo came to Saint Denis, to prepare 
himfelf^ by ads of hujnility, charity, and devo-

** which^ having fay d a praier, being bare-headed, he made alow 
<^ obeyfance uatoe the King, and kifled him, faying, thrice, 'with 
** a loude voyce, God feme the King; and, at the lafle, he addedt 

« Cod^ 
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** the tombs of the holy Martyrs^ in whom he 
«* placed. the moft facred and unbounded con^ 
^ fidence.'* Requiescat in pace ! 

King Louis the Fourteenth, in order to 
commence the government of his kingdom, 
under the mod happy aufpices, caufed a very 
grand and folemn proceffion, to be conduced 
by the Religious and Superiors of Saint Denis, 
in which the Jlirine of the bleffed Saint Louis was 
carried^ a few days before he was declared to be 
of lawful age to take the Sovereign power, into 
bis own hands^ after a long minority. On the 
^ 9th of June^ 1652^ he made his folemn entry 
into this church, and moft devoutly attended 
the celebrsntion of the Mafs« 

The following year he gave many new and 
ftriking proofs of the great devotion, he had 
ev^r felt for the holy relics^ contained in the 
Treafury of the Abbaye, which he then vifited ; 
but in a moft efpecial manner, he demonftrated 
the profound veneration, and pious gratitude, 
he entertained both for Saint Denis and Saint 
Louis, through whofe heavenly guardianfhip and

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protQ^on he afcribed the fafety of hia early 
years. The Monlu of Saint Denisj having, 
by his orders, carried lo Rbeims/ the erown of 
Charlemagne^ and the odier rich articles belong- 
ing to the regalia, which are accuftomed to be 
conveyed thither, for the coronation of the So- 
vereigns of France, brought with thefe, <^ their 
return to Saipt Denis^ the two new and ^m- 
perb croxims, of moft admirable workmanlhip, 
which the King had caufed to be made for that 
folemnity : thefe two crowns, one of which 
was formed entirely of gold, the other of beau*- 
tiful vermeil; his camifole, his tunique, his doL 
matique^ boots, and royal robe, were depofited 
i^ the Treafury^of Saint Denis. 

Three months after, he came to Saint Denis, 
aittended by feveral Prelates, and many of the 
gr^at officers of his Court, devoutly and humbly 
to implore the Jfcwerful intercejffion and aid of ik& 
holy Martyrs^ previous to bis taking the field, 
againft his enemies, at the head of a mod nume-* 
xous and formidable army* 

At the conclufion of the grand cei^mqiiial, 
of his interment, the officers brought his magni- 
ficent royal robe; his fuperb helmet, omaxsiented 
with Jleuxn de lys^ (^c in the manner of a croVn ; 
bis coat of arms ; the banner of France, or royal

flandard, having in its centre, a white crofs, 
furrounded with a ground of jlcwn it lys ; the 
white enfign, or fanon blanc ; the fliield of 
France; thegaundetsj and gilt fpurs; which are 
kfept by the Religious of Saint Denis^ accord- 
ing to ancient cuftom.

* In addition to thofe already mentioned, the rich, more 
elegant, and highly finifiied crowtns of Louis XV L his co- 
ronation robes, &c. were depoiked in the Abbaye ; with t^e 
protons carried in the funeral pageants of feveral of the Princes 
and Princeffes of the Blood Royal, during the two laft reigns ; 
befides many valuable offerings and donations of various kinds* 
As the income arifmg from the vaft cftates, funds, and other 
revenues of Saint Denis, for agcSy continually increafing^ was 
ilever publicly "afcertained ; it can therefore onlyi)e faid, th^it, 
added to the Treafures we have enumerated, the /um total of 
the riches of this Abbaye, mufl, from well known circumflanccs, 
bave been immense. But amid the inllfibility of earthly 
things, we may now fee verified, in the fate of the (ccclcijaf- 
t'l^al cflablilhments of France, an obfcrvation of the higheft 
authority, that was originally applied as a f evert farcafm on 
the avtdily of many " He heapeth up riches, and knoweth not 
** who {hall gather them." Yet while we regret the ravages 
ihat have too frequently aided the deftroying hand of Time, In 
laying walle the beautiful and venerable remains of antiquity, 
let us ftill indulge a hope, that no fanaticifm of reform^ has 
occurred^ in this eventful period, fo indifcriminaiing in its zeal-
